Background 
President Roosevelt'* reluctance to use 
federal troops to prevent Ylolence In connec­ 
tion with the textile strike la understandable. 
In the first place the political effect would 
not be good. In the aecond place no presi­ 
dent has used his constitutional authority 
to order troop* Into atate territory since 
1921. 
W here federal government has In­ 
tervened actively to break strike* in re­ 
cent year* injunctions rather than aoldiera 
have been the implements. 


The president can send troops into the 
•tate* on request of their 
legislatures, 
or 
by their governors when legislatures can­ 
not be convened. President Harding sent 
federal forces Into West Virginia 
in 
1921. 
In 1914 President Wilson aent troops to 
Colorado to preserve order in the coal fields 
on request of the governor. Military rule 
lasted eight months, against the bitter op­ 
position of most labor leaders. It la inter- 
eating to note that coal operators Joined the 
opposition when the troops prevented Im­ 
portation of strike-breakers. 


In 1902 President 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
planned to aelse the anthracite mines ob 
Pennsylvania, In order to guarantee an ade­ 
quate supply of anthracite for the winter. 
The governor of Pennsylvania was to make 
the request, troops were to he aent and 
subsequently to take over the mines and 
operate them. Before the plan 
could 
be 
carried out a settlem ent wss made, apparent­ 
ly after mine operators became aw are of 
the president's intentions 


In 1894 Prealdent Cleveland aent troops 
into Illinois to break the railroad strike of 
that year. In this case the governor of the 
state protested, but President Cleveland ex­ 
plained he was acting under his consti­ 
tutional authority to move the mails and to 
enforce federal injunction laeued against 
the strikers. The same year aaw troops sent 
to Denver to preserve order threatened by 
political distensions and to various places 
to prevent illegal acts by bands marching 
to Join Cozeys army in Washington. In 1877 
troops were used in a number of states to 
prevent disorder and protect property.

President Roosevelt has called for a rule 
of reason by federal bank examiners to en­ 
courage a more liberal lending policy. Ex­ 
aminers were meeting in W ashington to con­ 
sider the advisability of less stringency this 
week.

At the sam e time they had $2145.- 
000,000 le*H in reserve* with their federal 
reserve bank*. 


This great 
one-week 
Increase in loans 
had been preceded by smaller increases for 
six weeks. The total on Sept. & wa* $230.* 
000,000 more than the total on July 18 and 
only $121,000,000 less than the total a year 
ago. 
It wa* the first cheering sign since 
loans began to decline last November—a 
decline that continued rather steadily until 
the latter part of last July. 
Cheer, though admitted by experts who 
have been watching bank loans for signs of 
recovery, Is a contingent emotion in this 
case. 
At least four possibilities are aug- 
goaled to prevent unjustified hope on the 
basis of the loan increase. 
First, an in­ 
crease normally Accur* at this lime of year, 
due to agricultural transactions and early 
production of Christmas goods. 
However, 
th# increase atm is believed larger than 
an ordinary seasonal increase mould be. 
Second, because many of the loans mere 
made in the Nom’ York federal re: e rie dis­ 
trict. it is |H*hs|bl*> they were for gold trans­ 
actions. 
Third, the increases may have re­ 
flected loans to allow retailers and Jobbers 
to hold on to inventories which moved slow­ 
ly last summer.

Apparently, President Roosevelt has chosen 
the skeptical side, unless being weary of 
demanding more loans without response he 
has taken advantage of the opportunity to 
make hit luteat demand after the response 
is assured.

T h e need of the United States, 
I the review added, is not inflation, 
but the removal of what It termed 
harriers that im pede production. It 
railed inflation "the most insidious 
fraud am ong all our econom ic falla­ 
cies.’* 
Unem ploym ent, said Col. Ayres, 
would cure Itself lf men who work 
in 
the 
durable 
goods 
Industries 
were taken back to work and kept 
on the payrolls. 
H e described his 
argument in this vein: 
"Increase in consum er purchas­ 
ing power has been widely 
advo- 
(ated as the most efficient m eans 
for reviving business activity and 
restoring 
em ploym ent. 
Unfortu­ 
nately, the h eaviest unemploym ent 
can not he cured by increasing re­ 
tail consum ing power. 
In large 
m easure the goods 
produced by 
construction 
workers and makers
